This Seminary of our Church, located 
among us, Whore so many of our pastors 
have received their theological training, 
and fron) which so many Forcign and Do- 
meatio Blissionaries have gone out, closed 
its annual session last week, Tho exami- 
nations continued through Monday and 
Tuesday, and would have extended to Wed.

Ata mecting of tho Presbytery of Bal- 
timoro, held on the Lith, the following 
resolations ware prosonted by tho Rev. Me. 
Ganuanper:, 

Waeneas, An all-wise and benevolent 
God has givtn us good hopes of a apeody 
rotura of peace aod unity to our heretofore 
distracted country ; thereforo, 

Resolved, That wo unite with tho pooplo 

‘of God all over tho laud in devout thanks, 
giving to our heavenly Fathor for thus ro 
moving his jodgmonts from us aod rostor- 
ing his fayor uato us. 
- Resolved, That wo will oursclvos pray, 
and hereby exhort all others to whom this 
may come, to pray, that God would imbue 
tho President of the United States and all 
in authority, together with the people of 
tho wholo land, with a spirit of wisdom, 
justice and conciliation, that thus they may

MINISTERS IN RICHMOND, VA. 

Rey. Dr. Hoce went off with Jerr. Da/ 
vis at tho time of the evacuation. Rov. 
T. V. Moone, D.D., a ative of Nowville, 
Pa., who has two sons among the rebels 
hold by us, remained behind, and on the 
first Sabbath after the occupancy of the 
city by our troops, preached a yory exoel- 
lont sormon, and gave notice of his coip- 
oration with the Christian Commission in 
alleviating the wants of tho distrossed. 
Rov. Cuartes Hottis Reap, of tho New 
School branch, whoso church had been 
destroyed by fire, preached on the same 
day in the pulpit formerly ocoupied by Dr. 
Hoos. By general consultation, all the 
Episcopal clergymen bad agreed upon tho 
omission of the prayer for the President of 
the United States, and wheo tho reverend 
gentlemen reached that point they omitted 
tho words “Bless "thy servant, the Presi 
dont of the United States, and all others 
in authority,” and substitated the words, 
“Bless all in authority,” though the cbaoge 
was not effeoted without stumbling over it 
rather awkwardly,” 

In other churches the ministers generally 

prayed for “all thozo in rightful authori- 
ty,” or for “all Christian rulors and mag- 
istrates,” except at tho famous African 
church, where the President of the United 
States was prayed for with ‘Amons that 
made the very walls ring. 
Tho Rov. Dr. Lernunn; formerly ono of 
tho editora of tho Presbyterian, bas been, 
for some time, Seorotary of the Southern 
Presbytorian Pablishtog Departmont, with 
its headquarters at Richmond, He is now 
in that city, and is said to have lost all his 
property, and to have passed through great 
gorrows, since he cast his lot with the re- 
bellion.

Tho Goncral Assembly bas appointed 
the First Sabbath in May as the ume for 
‘an annual and simultaneous cullection to 
bo taken in all tho churches, for the Ovi- 
portage Faod of tho Board of Pablicativn. 
It also recommended that when tho aooual 
collection in aoy church could not be taken 
up on that day, it should be taken as soon 
thereafter as possible i 

‘As the day specified is now again near at 
hand, the Board remiods the pastors of the 
fact, and carvestly solicits their oodperation 
in the plan of the Assembly. In order to 
aid them in makiog such statements os may 
draw forth the sympathies and contribu- 
tions of their people toward this cause, the 
following facts arc furnished in regard to 
tho work of Colportage, as it bas been oar- 
ried forward during the past year, 

‘The numbor of commissioned colporteurs 
in the sorvico of the Board daring the year 
has been onc hundred and twenty-six, 
But besides these, a large number of per- 
sons—chaplains, officers, hospital purses 
‘and othera—have aided largely in distribu- 
ting the publications of tho Board. Every 
offer of aid from any person well recom- 
mended to the Board has been gratefully 
accepted. : 

So far as roports have been received from 
rogalar colporteurs, they sbow that 7, 
days of work have been performed ; 53, 
yolumes have been sold; 84,989 volumes 
and 2,069,713 pages of tracts gratuitously 
distributed. Tho colporteurs report 311,- 
241 houses visited, in a majority of which 
they havo bad religious conversation and 
rayer. Large numbers of soldiers, sailors, 
prisoners, freodmen} and others, have been 
reached, who aro not comprohended in 
these reports. ; 

In addition to the above, the Executive 
Committec bas granted donations amount 
ing to 24,688 volpmes, and: 982,053 pages 
of tracts to institutions, and classes of por- 
song, in various localities, whero such gifts 
wore needed, and promised to be productive 
of good. 

Tho colporteurs of the Board havo ls- 
bored in nearly all the States now accessi- 
ble to them, from the Atlantic to the Pa- 
cific, and in several of the British Prov- 
inces. Large numbers of Preabyterian 
churobes hayo been supplied with a sound 
roligious litorature. Many waste places 
bavo been traversed, where the scattered 
sheep of tho flock, living without sanctuary 

ivileges, have been strengthoned by re- 
igious conversation, and by a supply of good 
books. Largo numbers of wholly irre- 
ligious persons and families have reecived 
expostulations, entreaties, and invitations 
to come to Christ for salvation. In every 
family visited, a least a fow pages of tracts, 
and in vory many, one or more religious 
yolumes have been loft. And the Divino 
Spirit bas accompanied tho colportours in 
their work, and in many instances given 
tokens of ‘his approbation, by using tho 
truth thus imparted, as his instrament to 
bring souls to embrace the precious offers 
of tho Gospel. 


Personal. 


Abraham Lincola—tho sixteenth Presi- 
dont of the United States—was bora Feb. 
12, 1809, in-Harden County, Kentuoky. 
His family wore originally Quakers, aod 
can be traced back only two generations. 
His early life was spent in poverty and toil 
In 1816 bis father’s family romoved to In- 
diana, and in 1828 tolllinois. In his 19th 
year he made a trip to New Orleans, as 0 
hired man on a flat-boat, and for some years 
labored a8 o farm hand, or as clork in o 
store. Ho had received the simplest radi- 
ments of an Koglish education. In 1832 
ho was captain of a company in the Black 
Alawk war. In 1833, having beon defeated 
for the State Legislature, be commenced 
the study of law. In 1836 he was clected 
to tho Legislature, and in 1846 to Congress. 
In 1854 ond again in 1858, he canvassed 
the State of Iliacis in opposition to Ste- 
phen A. Douglas—a canvass which resulted 
io the success of Mr. Douglas. In 1860 
he was clocted President. The civil war 
which followed has rendered his admiois- 
tration tho most memorable io the history 
of our couotry. In 1864 he was reiileoted, 
and bis assassination occurred on tho fourth: 
aoniversary of the surrender of Fort Suap- 
ter, April 14, and on tho very day on 
which tho stars and stripes’ were restored 
by Gen. Anderson to their origioal position, 
when treason fired the first gun of its mad 
rebellion. 


Andrew Jobuson, Jate Vice-President of 
the United States—wbo now by the pro- 
vision of tho Constitation, has become 
President—was boro ip Raleigh, North 


Y | Carolina, December 29, 1808. At the age 


of four ho lost his father; at ten he was 
apprenticed to a tailor, whom be served 
seven years. Whilo learning his trado bo 

so learned to read, and is emphatically, 

was his lomonted predecessor, a solf- 
taught man, aod of humble origin. In 
1824 be went to Laurens Court Houso, S 
C., where he worked for nearly two years.

to the practice of tho law. Ho was elected 
a mombér of the Conneotiout General 
sembly in 1839, apd reélected in 1840. 
He was. subsequently chosen to the same 
position in 1846, aod served for three 
years, and again held a scat during the ses- 
sion of 1854, being thrico clected Speaker, 
apd acquiring an excellent reputation as a 
skilfal parliamentarian. In 1855 he was 
elected to the U S Sonate for the full 
term of six yeare, at the expiration of 
which, in 1861, ho was redleoted. It is 
usual for the Vice President to vacate his 
soat a fow days before the expiration of 
coch session of Congress, that a temporary 
presiding officer way be chosen to hold 
over, ad interim. Mr. Foster was thus 
chorea President, pro &mpore, by a uoani- 
mous vote, on the Sth ot March last. Ip

Richard Cobden, of whose death wo havo 
intelligence by the last furcign arriva’s, was 
one of the truest and noblest friends of 
freedem the century as produced. No 
British Statesman has ever won a wider 
and more sympathetic renown beyood the 
limits of hig own country. Born io 1804, 
at Durolford, Mr. Cobden rose from the 
home of @ Sussex yecmon, avd from the 
position of-a boy in a London warebouse, 
toa ploce io the Scoate, where he influ 
enced the destiny of nations, Karly in lite 
ho epgaged in the eatton-printiog business 
in Manchester. In 1834 be visited Egypt, 
Greece, and Turkey; and in 1835 he came 
to the United States. Tho results of bis 
observations were given to tho world in two 
powphlets which have been extensively 
read. In 1837 he was upsuccessfal in o 
canvass for a scat in Parliament. In 1841 
ho was elected a» membor. In 1838 ho 
commenced the great agitation which ended 
in the repeal of the corn-laws in 1846 
This repeal, and the negotiation of the 
commercial treaty with France, are the two 
great measures that have rendered illustri- 
ous the name of Cobden ; but -his life was 
one long struggle in behalf of popular 
rights. He died from an attack of asthma, 
on Sunday, April 2

Current Hetws. 


Tho War.—Ever since tho surrouder of Lee 
and his army, the country has been momentarily 
expecting intelligence of tho capitulation of 
Gop. Johnston to tho ¥astly superior forces of 
Gen. Sherman. Surprise, indeed, began to be 
felt that this apparontly inevitable consummation 
‘was 80 long delayed; and when on Saturday, 
April 22, the surrender was prematurely tcle- 
graphed, it was everywhere accepted as an ada 
Bitable fact, 

On Monday morning, however, April 24th, tho 
public were astounded and pained by the lidings 
that Shorman bad granted an armistice to John- 
stov, an agreement which, under the circum- 
Blarces, was bs humilinting as it was unexpectod, 
By the torms of this agreemont, dated April 18, 
near Durham's station, N. C., a cessation of b 
tilities was conceded; the Confederate armies 
to be disbanded and condacted to their eeveral 
B ate capitals, there to deposit their arms and 
publlio proporty, subject to the future disposal of 
Congress: the soveral State governments to be 
Fecognized by the United States, the legitimnoy 
of conflicting Governments to be submitted to 
the Supreme Court; the people of the States to 
bo guaranteed their personal, political, and prop- 
erty rights; the United States not to disturb 
any of the peoplo by reason of the late war; 0 
general amnesty upon the resumption of peace- 
ful pursuits. Authority to falfil these terms to 
be obtained prompily by each commander; and 
forty-cight hours’ notice to be given before re- 
sumlog bostilities. 

It will be seen atn glanco that these stipula- 
tions conceded terms which President Lincoln 
had uniformly rejected ; that it was an assump- 
tion of powers not possessed by Gen. Sherman ; 
that it r€stablished the rebel Stato goveraments, 
overthrown at such an expense of blood and 
treasure, af the samo time supplying them with 

18 and MuBitlons of war, Laat te recsiauuNded 
slagery ; that it legitimated the rebel Stato debts; 
that it ‘putin dispute the existence of sevoral 
Joyal State governments ; and that it relieved all 
rebels, of every degres, from all pains and pen- 
altios for even the blackest and most atrocio 
of their crimes. Tho rebel Gen. Breckinri 
was present at tho éonference at which this so 
called ‘basis of peace” was patched up. 

A still darker featare of the onse is presented 
in the fact that’Gen. Sherman recalled Gen. 
Stoneman from Salisbury, thus opening the way 
for Davis to escapo (o Mexico or Europe with his 
plunder, which js reported to be very large, ia- 
cluding’ not only the gold of the Richmond 
banks, but previous accumulations. 

Ato Cabinet meeting held at $ P. M., Friday, 
April 21, the notion of Gen. Sherman was dis- 
approved by the President, Seoretary of War, 
Gen. Grant, ond by every member of the Cabi- 
net. Gen. Sherman was ordered to resume hos- 
Uilities immediately, and to observe the instruc- 
tions given by President Lincoln to Gen. Grant, 
which were that he was ‘not to decide, discuss, 
or confer upon any political question.” '* Mean- 
time you ore to press to the utmost your military 
advantage.” After the Cabinet mecting, Gen. 
Grant started for North Carolion, to direct oper- 
ations against Jobnston’s army. He arrived at 
Fortress Monroe on Saturday afternoon, and pro- 
ceeded southward on the steamer Alhambra. 

A rumor was in circulation in New Orleans, 
April 18, that Davis bad crossed the Mississippi at 
Thinker Bend, on tho night of the 10th, esonp- 
ing the observation of our forces. The report 
requires confirmation. 

The capture of Mobile, with all its remaining 
defences, was announced Inst week In coaneo- 
tion with this important event, the great cavalry 
roid of Gen. Wilson from Eastport, Miss., to 
Mobilo, should not be passed over without no- 
tice. Leaving Eastport, March 20, bis first sori- 
ous encounter with the enemy was about 25 
miles aorth of Solma on the Bist Dividing bis 
force, be sent one column, 4,000 strong, directly 
toward Selma. This body was met by Wirt Ad- 
ams? ond preased back by the vigorous resist- 
ance of the rebels. Wilson's remaining column 
was then Inunched ogainst the encmy’s flank, 
)mpelling n precipitate retreat 16 miles to Plan- 
tersville. Reinforced here by Forrest and Rod- 
Gy, the rebels hazarded soother Sight, aod were 
again worsted, falling back {o Selma, This 
place was taken April 2, with several huadred 
Prisovers and 23 guns. Montgomery followed, 
which was coplured onthe Otb. Included in 
these cepiures are reported immense military 
stores, arsenals, naval works, manufactories, and 
millions of dollara’ worth of ‘colton, which were 
destroyed. 

Some four days after the capturo of Montgom- 
ery, Gen. Canby's Sigaal Corps discovered a 
little flag Guttering in the air across tho bay, 
five miles below Mobile. Turning their ,tele- 
scopes, they found if “*palled’” thom. Respond- 
ing to tho call, they soon gathered from its ca 
balistio gyrations thgt "Gen. Wilson bas flunked 
Mobile, and it is being evacutated.” The raid- 
ers bad safely reached the shores of the Gulf, in 
time to codperate in compelling tho surrender of 
Mobile. 

Spanish Fort, with 622 prisonera and 40 gane, 
surrendered ot'1 A. M., April 9; Blakely was 
taken the some day, with some 2,00 prisoners ; 
‘and the city of Mobile was formally surrendered 
April 12. Some 200 guns ond 1,200 prisoners, 
with a large amount of ammanition and supplics, 
were Jncluded, Five rebel guoboate, oni the 
bulk of tho rebel wrmy, escaped up the river. 
‘Tho gunboats must ullimately fall into our hands 
or be destroyed. 


Genera).—The faneral obsequies of President 
Lincolo, ot Washington, on Wednesday, April 
19ch, and the simultaneous observance of relig- 
ious services, suitable to tho occasion, in the 
oburches of the various cities and villages of tho 
land, with the arrangements made for tho con- 
‘veyance’of the honored rewains from Washing- 
ton to their lust resting place in Illinois, havo 
coupled to 0 Jarga extent the public mind, and 
tho details have filled a large space in tho pub- 
lic press. Tho funeral ceremonies at Washing- 
ton were the moat impressive ever witnessed in 
the national capital. 

‘As oarly as § A, M. people began to throug 
the Avenue, and by I1 o'clock thousands were 
assembled in the vicinity of the Departmonta 
aad the Execulive mansion. The arrangements 
of the committeo were carried out with greater 
scouracy than is usual on such occasions, aud a 
strong guard of cavalry kept open a spuco for 
the formation of the procession, though may 
Socleties bad to wait on the side streets for hours. 

About 11 o'clock the varions distinguished 
bodies and committees began to arrive, and were 
‘Gssigoou Co their respective pla Tho grand 
Fast Room of the Executive mansion had been 
appropriately draped with the emblems of woe. 
All glitter and gay color bad thus been con- 
cealed. ‘The collin was richly ornamented with 
tilver, and white Japonicas und roses shed their 
perfume over the dead. Tho lid of the coffin 
was drawn back to show the face and bosom. So 
skilfully had the embalmers performed their task, 


that death had changed no line of bis grave, yet 
gonial features. | 

The religious services began at noon with the 
reading of appropriate pasanges of Scripture by 
Rey. Dr. Mall, Episcopalian, followol with 
prayer by Bishop Simpson, Methodist. “Rev. Dr 
Gurley delivered the funeral address, an extract 
from which will be found in another coluwa, and 
the closing prayer was by Rev. Dr. Groy, Bup- 
tat. The coffin was conveyed to the hearse, and 
tho procession was soon formed, It was of 
great length, eweeping tho entire width of the 
vem from curb to carb. Threo houra were 
consumed in the passing. - Every’Slate in tho 
Uniom ond every American clly, were repre- 
sented. The carringes wero driven two abreast, 
Not less than 5,000 officers, bronaed and noble- 
looking mea, marobed abrenst with tho cortoge, 
About the eamo number of Government clerks 
Were in rank.

Bat our limiis pre- 
clude full description of undoubtedly the 
grandest procession ever witnessed on the 
American continent, The oorp#o was borne to 
the enpitol, and deposited beneath the splendid 
dome, to await its transportation to its last rest- 
ing piace in Iinois. 

On Friday, April 21, at 8 A. M., the honored 
remains wero removed from the Capitol, and 
reached Baltimore at 10 A. M.: left at 8 P.M, 
sod arrived at Harrisburg at 8 P.M: lon at 
noon, Saturday, aod arrived at Philadelpbia at 
OP. M: left at 4 A, M., Monday, and reached 
Now-York at 10 A.M: loft at4P.. Tuesday, and 
arrived at Albany at 11 P.M. The rempinder 
of the route bo through Buffalo, 27th;

In the House of Commons, on tho 7th inst., 
another debate tock place on the subject of the 
Canadian defences. Lord Eleho moved for the 
correspondence with the Canadinn Government 
relative to the proposed defences of Canada and 
the sharo of the tolal cost to be respectively 
borne by Conada and the Imperial Goveroment. 
He dopreosted the project of ereoting fortifica- 
tions in Cauads, which would only have the 
effeot of inviting the Americans to make Connda 
the battle-ground, whereas tho real dofence cf 
Canada was to attack America elsewhere. Sir 
J.D. Hoy urged. the impolicy of the proposed 
fortifications, which would be cut off by an in- 
vading force. Ho advocated tho fortification’ of 
Halifax, and the construction of tho inter- 
colonial railway, by moans of which a hody of 
troops could be thrown on the flank of any ia. 
vading force. After a Jong discussion, ia which 
& great diversity of views was presented, (he 
debate terminated by the withdrawal of Lond 
Elcho's motion. . 

A question was put whether eminent political 
Sniividosls in the United States had given en- 
courngement to the Foninu Brotherhood, Mr.

Dr. Chgplea Murchison, physician to the Lou- 
don Fever Hospital, expresses, ins letter to the 
Times, his opinion that the malady is * relapsing 
fever,” which, under diferent designations, has 
been’ well known in Britnin and Irelqpd for 
nearly two centuries, which constituted a great 
part of the Irish epidemic of 1847, and waoich 
about the eame time was very prevalent ia vari- 
ous parts of Germany. The moriality from re- 
lapsing fever is not great, only threo per cont, 
but Dr. Murchison shows that all opidemics of 
such fevera have co-existed with typhus, io 
which the mortality is twenty per cent. The 
public, he says, necd be under little appreber § 
sion as to the importation of tho Russian epi- 
demio jato England: Tho moro formidable of 
the two diseases composing it is here already, 
and bas for tbe Inst three years been very prev- 
alent among the poor of London. 

Lord Napier reports from Berlin, on the 5th 
inot., thot on unknown disorder had appeored 
along the valloy of the Vistula, but the Prussian 
Government were not aware that it came from 
St. Petersburg. The London Times suggest 
that competent medical officers be sent from 
England to study tho disease, A Paris letter 
anys that several medical students who went fom 
France to investigate the epidemic bad fallen 
victims to it. The British Government having 
telegraphed to its officials in Russia for informa- 
tien relative Lo tbo epidemic in that country, the 
Ambassador’ at St. Petersburgh, in a tolegram 
dated the 5th instant, says: “The fever ia con- 
tagious, ond in Eogland is called the relapsing 
or famine fever, also the remittent or bilious ty- 
phoid fever. It was unknown in Russia until 
ight months ago.” i

Business Matters.

Such an event 
ocourring in any Government of Europe, would 
havo been followed by fearful commercial re- 
vulsions. 2
